Industrial School for Boys, located nt Waukesha, out 
of any money in the general fund not otherwise ap-
propriated, the sum of fourteen thousand dollars, for 
the following named purposes: For the erection of a 
family building similar to those now in use, the sum 
of twelve thousand five hundred dollars. For the 
the erection of a carriage and horse barn, the sum of 
one thousand dollars. For the purpose of altering 
and improving building used for bakery and boys' 
kitchen, the sum of five hundred dollars. 

SEcrtox 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

the Institute for the Education of the Deaf and Dumb 
for the year 1875.
